Collier Would Tax Shoeshines, 
Groceries To Finance Schools 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -S e n . 
Randolph Collier, the ‘‘father of 
the C alifornia freew ay sy s­ 
tem ,” today proposed a $4 bil­ 
lion school finance plan that 
called for taxing such things as 
drugs, groceries and shoe- 
shines. 


The veteran Democrat and 
chairm an of the Senate Finance 
Committee outlined his propos­ 
al at his first-ever formal news 
conference and said it mainly 
will (m* introduced to stim ulate 
the legislature into thinking 
about “ big money for schools.” 


Basically, the proposal calls 
for abolishing the nickel-on-the- 
dollar statewide sales tax and 
substituting a gross receipts tax 
on virtually everything includ 
ing food, prescriptions, fees of 
attorneys, doctors and even 
shoeshine operators. 
U nder current law, those 
things are exempt from taxa­ 
tion. 
Collier estimated the drastic 
W CSTtal .PjL taxation would 


produce at least an extra $2 
billion a year for schools— be­ 
yond the approximately $2 bil­ 
lion in sales taxes now being 
produced and said it is being 
proposed to meet the state Su­ 
preme Court's school finance 
decision last summer

Would Restore U.S. 
Economy — Nixon 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) — 
President Nixon 
unveiled a $246.3 federal spending budget today 
that contained a deliberate $25.5 billion deficit. 
He coupled his red ink budget with a demand the 
Democratic Congress enact a legal ceiling to 
prevent expenditures from going above his fig­ 
ure. 


Berrigan and the others are 
accused of plotting to kidnap 
Henry A. Kissinger, blow up the 
W ashington, D. C. building 
heating system and vandalize 
draft boards in nine states. 


Before addressing the venire­ 
men, Judge Herman filed a 
paper that “ strongly urged” the 
press to refrain from publishing 
names of prospective jurors or 
questions and answers given 
during the selection process. 
H erm an’s paper said the 
questioning would Ik * “ held for 
the purpose of selecting a fair 
and impartial jury to try the 
issues involved.” The p aper 
filed with the clerk apparently 
was aimed at preventing possi­ 
ble personal harassm ent of the 
venire of 175 from which the 
jury will be drawn. 


The draft records in the cof­ 
fin were torn up and deposited 
by youths identified as “local 
persons” at a press conference 
before today’s procession. Sit­ 
ting on the stage at the cbnfer- 
ence were two of the defend­ 
ants, Sister Elizabeth McAlister 
and the Rev. Joseph Wender- 
oth. 
In a statem ent issued at the 
conference, the defense sympa­ 
thizers said: 
“ We know that what is on 
trial here in Harrisburg is the 
conscience of A m erica. The 
people of this country will be 
watching this trial to see if men 
and women who have cried out 
to the government ’thou shalt 
not kill’ will lx* put in jail for 
that. 
“ The people of this country 
will be watching to see if ener­ 
getic opposition to w ar will be 
considered a crime, when the 
greatest crime is war itself.” 
Reporters who examined the 
contents of the coffin said it 
contained m ilitary discharge 
papers, at least one draft card 
and what appeared to be cur­ 
rent draft files. 
Asked whether the mutilating 
and depositing of the docu­ 
ments constituted a crime, a 
spokesman for the group said 
the m atter was for a court to 
decide.

In his formal budget message 
to the election-year Congress, 
the President described his def­ 
icit budget as the “ strong but 
necessary medicine” required 
to restore the economy to vigor­ 
ous health.

Nixon’s prescription of red 
ink as an economic tonic was 
quickly questioned by Demo­ 
crats, including potential presi­ 
dential nominees seeking to op­ 
pose him in November.

“No one should believe that 
with whopping deficits we can 
really win the fight against 
inflation,” Mahon declared in a 
statem ent. 
Nixon's forecast of a $25.5 
billion deficit for the 1973 fiscal 
year which begins July 1 was 
the largest deliberately budget­ 
ed by any chief executive since 
World War II. However, it was 
well below the $38.8 billion red 
ink figure he conceded for the 
current budget year. A year 
ago, the President had predict­ 
ed an $11.6 billion deficit for 
fiscal 1972. 
Nixon proposed no major new 


programs but as he did in his 
State of the Union message the 
President urged Congress to act 
on the m ajor program s he 
failed to win last session 
revenue sharing, welfare re­ 
form, government reorganiza­ 
tion. health care and other leg­ 
islation. 


He did however advocate an 
increase in military spending — 
recommending that $76.5 billion 
be earm arked for the nation’s 
defenses. He noted how ever 
that while this accounted for 32 
per cent of the budget “pie,” it 
was still less than the 45 per 
cent he allotted to human re­ 
sources programs. 
Mahon, in remarks prepared 
for the House, asserted that the 
combined deficits of Nixon’s 
first four years in office would 
add $123.9 billion to the national 
debt - an amount exceeding the 
combined deficits of all the 
budgets since World War II. 
“The budget message does a 
m asterful job of putting a rosy 
image on a near disastrous 
fiscal situation,” the influential 
House leader commented. “ We 
have been trying to buy our­ 
selves out of inflation with huge 
deficits but such efforts have 
failed.” 
For the second year in a row, 
the President jettisoned the Re­ 
publican P a rty ’s trad itio n al 
pay-as-you-go policy but he said 
the deficit spending was essen- 
tiai to spur the economy and 
provide prosperity “without the 
stimulus of war and without the 
drain of inflation.” 
Nixon abandoned his custom 
of signing the budget at a White 
House ceremonial. He affixed 
his signature to the message to 
Congress in the privacy of his 
White House Oval Office. 
R epublicans defended his 
budget stand but in somewhat 
reluctant tones.

V ander 
J a g t, 
RMich., said “ it is one of the 
most difficult to accept of any 
pronouncements from Washing­ 
ton in many years” but said the 
deficit was necessary to keep 
joblessness from rising. 


“ We have made the decision 
that it (the deficit) is the path to 
a sound peace-time econom y,” 
he added. “ For th<* sake of our 
long term economic wellbeing, 
the decision must be right.” 
Nixon made no effort to pare 
the deficit with higher taxes. 
On the contrary, he stressed 
that since he took office three 
years ago, individual income 
taxes have been cut by $22 
billion a year. 
Nixon said his new budget 
breaks down to 31.8 per cent for 
national defense, 45 per cent for 
hum an resources, 10.4 per cent 
for physical resources, 8.6 per 
cent for interest on the national 
debt and 5 per cent for other 
program s.

It was the iirst tim e the 
adm inistration officially con­ 
firmed that the projected defi­ 
cit for the current fiscal year 
was $38.8 billion, by far the 
largest since World W ar II. If 
the forecasts are accurate, it 
would mean a two-year deficit 
of $64.3 billion. 
When the 1972 budget was 
sent to Congress a y ear ago, 
Nixon projected a deficit of 
$11.6 billion, less than one-third 
of the amount now anticipated. 
“ To provide for the needs of 
our people by creating new 
peacetime jobs and revitalizing 
the economy, we are spending 
$38.8 billion more in the current 
fiscal year than our receipts,” 
Nixon said in his budget m es­ 
sage. 
A high official of the Office of 
Management and Budget noted 
the deficit for the current fiscal 
year dwarfs both the projected 
deficit for 1973 and the actual 
deficits for all previous years 
except during World W ar I I . 
“ By any standards we have 
had in the past, the $25 billion 
deficit would appear pretty big,

Cairo Students, Demanding 
Israel War, Clash With Police 


CAIRO (UPI) —Thousands of 
Egyptian students demanding 
immediate war with Israel and 
a tougher policy against the 
United States clashed with po­ 
lice on at least three occasions 
in Cairo today. The students- 
hurled stones and were m et by 
volleys of tear gas. 
Political observers said the 
civil disorder was the worst 
crisis faced by President An­ 
war Sadat since he ousted sev­ 
eral political rivals from the 
g o v e rn m e n t 
in 
M ay 
and 
brought them to trial on treason 
charges. 
The citywide disturbances in 
Cairo began just after midnight 
when black uniformed police­ 
men surrounded Cairo Univer­ 
sity and arrested hundreds of 
students holding a campus sit- 
in to demand instant war with 
Israel. The students said 1,500 
were arrested. 
Police sealed off Cairo Uni­ 
versity and a second school, 
Kin Shams University, but after 
daybreak had to use tear gas to 
disperse thousands of students 
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who gathered in front of the two 
campuses. 
In Tel Aviv the Israeli mili­ 
tary command said Israeli jets 
raided Arab guerrilla concen­ 
trations in southern Syria today 
in the first such action in 
months. It said the jets hit Tel- 
El-Arar, 20 miles east of Tiber­ 
ias, 
the staging point for 
“ hundreds of guerrillas” and 
that all raiders returned safely. 
The students hurled unexplod­ 
ed te a r gas cannisters and 
rocks at the police before re­ 
treating 
to downtown Tahrir 
(Liberation) Square where an 
estim ated 12,000 young persons 
renewed the sit-in. 


Late today, hundreds of addi­ 
tional policemen stormed the 
square, firing more tear gas. 
The wind was blowing in the 
wrong direction and the tear 
gas blew back at the baton- 
wielding authorities. 
“ We watched it all,” said one 
witness who was in the Hilton 
Hotel overlooking the square. 
“ We could see rocks thrown by 
the students bouncing off the 
shields of the policemen.” Af­ 
terwards, the witnesses said, 


the students hurled rocks at the 
nearby American University. 
After the first police charge 
about 3,000 students reformed 
in the square and began dis­ 
cussing the m atter with author­ 
ities. Others again sat down. 
Riot police formed ranks once 
m ore and charged across the 
plaza, hurling tear gas and 
driving out the students. 


T he 
stu d e n ts 
s c a tte r e d 
throughout the downtown area, 
smashing the cam eras of sever­ 
al foreign and local newsmen. 


Police during the day rein­ 
forced their guard on city 
bridges and other key installa­ 
tions. One group of 50 police­ 
men patrolled the sidewalks at 
the British Embassy and the 
n e a rb y A m erican m issio n , 
pick The student dem onstra­ 
tions followed formation of a 
new governm ent headed by 
Prime Minister Aziz Sidky who 
was charged with placing the 
home front on a w ar footing.

The government ordered a judi­ 
cial inquiry. 


Escape Foiled 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) - 
One inmate was wounded and 
two others were stopped short 
of the wall yesterday during an 
attempted prison break at Ohio 
Penitentiary. 


Tower guards peppered the 
ground with sub-machinegun 
fire when they noticed the in­ 
mates running towards the wall 
with a 35-foot ladder. Two of 
the inmates surrendered imme­ 
diately but the third scrambled 
around the prison yard for 10 
minutes before he was cut down 
by the gunfire. 


Louis J. Arathari, 28, of St. 
Charles, 111., was reported in 
fair condition at Riverside Hos­ 
pital. 


The two inmates who surren­ 
dered were Joseph Sanders, 66, 
Columbus, and Donald Nicker­ 
son, 43, Dayton. 


Heart Transplant 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(UPI) — A team of heart sur­ 
geons under the leadership of 
the brother of pioneer trans­ 
plant surgeon Dr. Christiaan 
Barnard performed its ninth 
transplant Sunday at Groote 
Schurr Hospital. 


It was the first time the team 
worked without Christiaan Bar­ 
nard, who is on cruise to South 
America. 


Dr. Marius Barnard, a regu­ 
lar senior member of his broth­ 
e r’s team, began the 12-hour 
surgery at noon on John Mont­ 
gomery, 41, fitter and welder. 
The operation was the 174th 
heart transplant. 


Belfast Gunfire 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — British troops traded 
gunfire with snipers today in 
one of Belfast’s Roman Catholic 
trouble spots only hours after 
an army raid rounded up more 
than two dozen suspected Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) extre­ 
mists, the army said. 


An army spokesman said be­ 
tween eight and 12 rounds were 
fired at an army patrol in the 
Lower Falls area, scene of in­ 
termittent violence and rioting 
over the past two years. 


The troops returned fire, but 
no casualties were reported on 
either side, the spokesman said. 


Earlier, soldiers moved in a 
com m ando-style operation 
against a suspected IRA strong­ 
hold in the Roman Catholic 
Andersonstown area, on Bel­ 
fast’s southwest outskirts. 


Farewell to King 


COPENHAGEN (UPP Tens of 
- thousands of sorrowing Danes 
led by European royalty walked 
through the streets of Copen­ 
hagen today behind the funeral 
•cortege of King Frederick IX in 
a last farewell to the monarch 
who had served Denmark for 25 
years. 


The sailor king wras borne 
through the streets on a gun 
carriage pulled by 48 Danish 
navy cadets to the sounds of 
tolling bells and muffled drums. 
His personal red and white 
„standard was draped over the 
casket where the king lay in an 
admiral’s uniform. 
Danish newspapers estimated 
the size of the throng at about 
100,000. Many of those in the 
cortege wept as the procession 
moved from the chapel at 
Christiansborg Palace to the 
central railway station. 


U. S. Exhibit 


TBILISI, Georgia, U.S.S.R. 
(UPI) — The U. S. today 
presented to the Soviet people 
an exhibition of space-age tech­ 
nology ranging from Apollo 10 
to an electric toothbrush. But 
damage and delivery problems 
cut down the size of the show.

WASHINGTON (U PI)-Sen.

Besides land developer lobby­ 
ists, local governments also op­ 
posed Sieroty’s bill last year, 
contending it would usurp some 
of their prerogatives. 
But conservationists have 
contended that coastline devel­ 
opment should be largely re­ 
moved from control by cities 
and counties. 
“It would be a tragedy if 
California handed coastal pro­ 
tection right back to the cities 
and towns which have made the 
coast a playground for private 
greed for the last century,” the 
California Coastal Alliance 
said. 
It was the alliance, an um­ 
brella agency of conservationist 
groups, which labeled develop­ 
ment of the coast a “rip-off.” 
Another coastal bill has al­ 
ready been introduced by Sen. 
James Q. Wedworth, D-Haw- 
thorne.

ITie U.S. Air Force B52s flew 
two m issions against North 
Vietnamese troop positions two 
miles east of the so-called tri­ 
border area 3« miles northwest 
of Kontum. A third mission was 
directed against Com m unist 
bunkers and ammunition stor­ 
age sites 46 miles southwest of 
Kontum and two miles east of 
the Cambodian frontier. 


The raids were part of a

The U.S. command also belat 
edly announced the loss of two 
American helicopters to Com­ 
m unist a n tia irc raft fire last 
week. Two GIs were killed and 
six wounded in one of the heli- 
copters 
They were hit by 
ground fire while returning 
from a rescue mission in Laos. 
The crew of the other helicop­ 
ter was rescued without injury. 


Military spokesmen suid a 
U.S. Navy A7 G>rsair jet bomb­ 
ing North Vietnamese trucks on 
the Ho Chi Minh Trail near Ban 
Karai Pass 35 miles north of 
the DMZ detected that a missile 
ra d a r inside North V ietnam 
was tracking it. 
The jet crossed into North 
Vietnam and fired a missile at 
the radar site. There were no 
immediate reports as to wheth­ 
er it was destroyed. 
A few hours later Saturday, 
two Air Force F4 Phantom jets 
on a similar mission over Laos 
were fired on by antiaircraft 
artillery in the northern half of 
the DMZ. They bombed the 
a n tia irc ra ft em placem ents, a 
miles from the Laotian border. 
Two of the three guns were 
destroyed. 
The attacks were the 11th and 
12th of what the U.S. command 
calls protective reaction strikes 
this year.

Can Enter Army Bases 


QUI NHON, Vietnam (UPI) - 
The U.S. Army has opened its 
gates to Vietnamese prostitutes 
at several bases in South Viet­ 
nam and army spokesmen said 
such a thing is apparently all 
right by current regulations. 
Officers said there are consi­ 
derable security risks and a 
strong possibility of narcotics 
smuggling. But many said they 
support the practice anyway to 
keep peace within increasingly 
disgruntled ranks of the Ameri­ 
cans still left in Gietnam. 
Spokesm en at U.S. Army 
headquarters in Long Binh out­ 
side Saigon said they were una­ 
ble to say whether the practice 
is being followed all over Viet­ 
nam. But they did cite a far 
more restrictive regulation per­ 
mitting “ local national guests’’ 
to enter Long Binh itself. That 
was issued two weeks ago. 
So far the allowing of prosti­ 
tutes on bases has been limited 
to bases along South Vietnam’s 
central coast. The gates of mili­ 
tary posts in Binh Dinh prov­ 
ince 250 miles northeast of Sai­ 
gon, w ere opened to such 
“ guests” several weeks ago. No 
one at Qui Nhon is either able 
or willing to provide a specific 
date but the new practice came 
more than a year after all 
towns in the area were put off 
limits to soldiers except on 
official business. 
It came less than four months 
after the army itself erected a 
steel wall at the Cam Ranh Bay 


base, 140 miles south of Qui 
Nhon, for the announced pur­ 
pose of keeping out prostitutes 
and drug sellers. The girls, clad 
in the same kind of mod clothes 
they used to wear when they 
worked in the now m ostly 
boarded up bars in downtown 
Qui Nhon, cluster nightly at the 
gates of Quincy Compound, 
headquarters of the Qui Nhon 
Army support Command, and 
at gates of other bases nearby. 
As many as 50 or 60 girls 
stand across the street from the 
gate on a typical evening and 
solicit GIs who pass. The sol­ 
diers are allowed to sign the 
women onto the bases as a 
“local national guest” on an 
official arm y roster. The girls 
can then go with the GIs to 
movies, clubs or to their rooms 
in the barracks. 
“ Hi, GI! I your numbah one 
girl!” tehe girls call to the 
troops as (hey leave th«* base. 
The risk of security violations 
arises from the fact that the 
girls need produce no more 
Ilian a Vietnamese government 
identity cards 
-something Viet 
Cong agents can get —in order 
to be admitted to a base. Al­ 
though they are barred from 
operations centers they can 
move around freely enough on 
bases to be able to observe 
defenses and the condition and 
position of war equipment.

Three strikes by U.S. Navy 
A7 C orsair fighter-bom bers

but it’s not even news any 
more,” he said. 
Deficits, of course, are no 
novelty. The budget was bal­ 
anced just once since 1960. That 
was in 1969, a year divided 
evenly between the Johnson 
and Nixon administrations. 
As usual, the spending figure 
was a record, reflecting growth 
in population and the economy. 
Nixon called for a smaller 
than usual increase, boosting 
spending only 4.1 per cent from 
1972 to 1973. That is slightly 
more than enough to make up 
for inflation which the adminis­ 
tration hopes will range be­ 
tween 2 and 3 per cent during 
the 12 months. 
Despite the deficits, Nixon 
insisted that his 1973 budget 
would not spur inflation be­ 
cause income would exceed 
spending by a thin $700 million 
if the economy were at full 
employment. 
It was the second year in a 
row that the President stressed 
the “full employment budget” 
concept. This is a theoretical 
device that figures what tax 
revenues and spending would 
be if unemployment stood at 4 
per cent of the work force 
instead of the 6.1 per cent 
recorded last month. 
If the economy were operat­ 
ing at capacity, Nixon estimat­ 
ed revenues would be $24.2 bil­ 
lion higher and spending would 
be $2 billion less than actually 
anticipated. 
“ I strongly urge the Congress 
to respect the full-employment 
spending guideline this year,” 
he said. There was a veiled hint 
that if Congress votes increases 
in spending, Nixon would chal­ 
lenge the lawmakers to couple 
them with a boost in taxes. 
■For the current fiscal year, 
even the full employment budg­ 
et now is expected to run into 
the red by $8.1 billion. When he 
submitted it last year Nixon's 
1972 budget had a narrow full 
employment surplus. 
Nixon asked the lawmakers 
to authorize the Pentagon to 
begin a time-consuming process 
of upgrading the nation’s nucle­ 
ar force, providing more mod­ 
em ships for the navy and 
generally boosting research and 
development. 
He asked that the Defense 
Department be permitted to ob­ 
ligate $81.7 billion in the coming 
fiscal year, $6.3 billion more 
thhn during the current year. 
Because of the long start-up 
time required for major weap­ 
ons system s, however, the 
President projected military- 
spending at $75.9 billion in fis­ 
cal 1973, oly $900 million more 
than in fiscal 1972. 
Nixon noted that Congress cut 
his defense budget in each of 
the last two years. He urged the 
lawmakers not to do it again. 
“ Nothing could be more 
wasteful than to have to pay the 
price of weakness,” he said. “A 
demagogue may find it easy to 
advocate that we simply allo­ 
cate necessary defense dollars 
to social programs, but a re­ 
sponsible Congress and a re­ 
sponsible President cannot af­ 
ford such answers. 
But Nixon also stressed that 
the portion of the total budget 
taken by defense continues to 
shrink. 
In a politically charged com­ 
parison with the last full fiscal 
year of the Johnson administra­ 


tion, Nixon said: “Human re­ 
sources spending will be 45 per 
cent of the 1973 budget, while 
defense programs will be 32 per 
cent. Our policy of ending our 
involvement in the Vietnam 
war has helped make this possi­ 
ble by freeing reeources to keep 
us strong externally as well as 
internally. This exactly revers­ 
es the priorities of the prior 
administration. In 1968, the de­ 
fense share was 45 per cent and 
the human resources share was 
32 per cent.” 
Since Nixon took office three 
years ago, general taxes have 
been cut twice, more than off­ 
setting the continued climb in 
the payroll tax for social securi­ 
ty. 
Tax changes since 1969 cut 
$18 billion from revenues then 
projected for the 1973 fiscal 
year. Without the tax cuts, the 
new budget would have shown a 
deficit of only $7.5 billion. 
The tax cuts included $22 
billion for individuals and $7 
billion for corporations, partly 
offset by an $11 billion increase 
in Social Security taxes —paid 
about equally by employes and 
employers. 
In his budget message, Nixon 
stressed the individual tax cuts. 
“To a family of four that 
earns $7,500 a year, that means 
a reduction of federal income 
taxes of $272 this calendar 
year." the President said. “I 
believe that the members of 
that family can use that money 
more productively for their own 
needs than government can use 
it for them.” 
Since 1969, the federal budget 
has been unified to show both 
general program s and pro­ 
gram s like Social Security 
which are financed from trust 
funds. Since the trust funds 
traditionally operate at a sur­ 
plus, the unified budget tends to 
mask at least some of the 
deficit in the general programs. 
Excluding the trust fund sur­ 
pluses. the budget deficit for 
1972 w-ould be $44.7 billion and 
for 1973 would be $36.2 billion.

it. But there is nothing like 
starting in a big way.” 
He told newsmen. "If this bill 
will stimulate them (the com­ 
mittee) to get in and do some­ 
thing. then it will have accom­ 
plished its objective." 
The legislation, which in­ 
cludes a proposed constitutional 
amendment, would split proper­ 
ty tax rolls between business 
and residential property and fix 
a $2 statewide tax rate on all 
business property. 
Under the proposal, a gross 
receipts tax is levied for the 
“privilege of engaging in any 
economic activity within the 
state, as near as possible at the 
point of consumption or final 
use." 
To prevent the gross receipts 
and a companion compensating 
tax from being applied more 
than once, the proposal calls for 
issuing “nontaxable transaction 
certificates.” 
The measure also contains 21 
exemptions or deductions from 
the proposed new tax, including 
the gross receipts of govern­ 
m ent agencies, salaries and 
wages, funds of nonprofit or­ 
ganizations and “ occasional” 
sale of property or services. 
Collier insisted that for the 
state to conform with the Su­ 
preme Court ruling “big mon­ 
ey" must be provided. 
“This is the only source of 
any big money that is left," he 
said of the gross receipts pro­ 
posal.

A headline in Friday s Inde- 


pendent-Journal said in error 


he would speak Feb. 8, 


Real Battle— Right Of 
Legislature To Remap 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
-The 
biggast reapportionment debate 
now toeing waged in the state 
Capitol is not over the shape of 
districts the Legislature should 
draw, but whether the Legisla­ 


ture should be allowed to draw 
them at all. 
There is growing sentiment for 
Gov. Ronald Reagan’s view that 
it is “a basic conflict of interest” 
for the Legislature to reappor- 


tlon itself. 
“We should put our partisan 
bickering into at least more 
fundamental things than saving 
our own political skins,” says 
Senate 
Republican 
Caucus 
Chairman John L. Harmer of 
Glendale, noting the time, man­ 
power and $1 million spent by 
the Legislature last year on 
reapportionment. 
Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke says he 


will “seriously consider” spon­ 
soring an initiative ballot meas-, 
ure to strip the Legislature of its 
reapportionment authority and 
turn over the chore to a “nonpo­ 
litical body.” 
“That all sounds very nice,” 
counters Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti, D-Van Nuys, “but for 
all practical purposes there just 
isn’t any group that’s going to 
make a totally objective decision 


about reapportionment. Any 
group would be involved in the 
partisan aspects of it.” 
Agreeing with Moretti is Sen­ 
ate President Pro Tern James R. 
Mills, D-San Diego, wh i says the 
current fiasco marks “the first 
time that the system has broken 
down in over 100 years of Califor­ 
nia’s history and I think a great 
deal of it can be laid at the door 
of the governor.” 


Mills, most other Democrats 
and some Republicans privately 
maintain the governor simply 
should have agreed in advance 
to accept any reapportionment 
package negotiated by both par­ 
ties in the Legislature. Reagan 
refused, contending this would 
have been a “plain abdication of 
my responsibility as governor.” 
The upshot was that Demo- 
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were wasting time negotiating 
¡with Republicans and ramrned 
through their own partisan reap­ 
portionment plans which the 
governor promptly vetoed. 
The California Supreme Court 
last week upheld Reagan’s ve­ 
toes of the legislative plans, 
ordered lawmakers to run in 
crats quickly concluded they. the*r present districts this year 


last week and moved to testing 
grounds —dinner tables in three 
West Coast cities. 
The experiment was to raise 
salmon with warmed water and 
special feed until they were II 
or 12 months old. when they 
would be harvested and sold as 
pan-sized salmon.

Andre Mena, head chef at 
Seattle’s exquisite Olympic Ho­ 
tel, said in his thick French 
accent: “The baby salmon have 
a much better flavor and are 
more delicate than trout.” 
lie said initial customers tast­ 
ing the young salmon at hotel 
banquets described the fish as 
“very good and very interest­ 
ing.” 
Tony Navotny, researcher 
with the National Marine Fish­ 
eries Service at the Manchester 
site, said about 2,000 pounds of 
the pan-sized salmon are being 
harvested each day. 
If the fish prove commercial­ 
ly successful, the program will 
be stepped up to produce more 
than two million pounds of 
salmon a year. 
Salmon has been found to be 
one of the most efficient ani­ 
mals at converting feed to edi-. 
ble flesh —even better than 
chicken and other poultry. 
Research at Manchester has 
shown that salmon in their first 
year of life will produce 
pound of flesh for every 1 1-2 
pounds of feed. Using this con­ 
cept, the pan-sized salmon ven­ 
ture was launched about two 
years ago. 
The infant salmon spent their 
first six months in fresh water 
ponds and then were trans­ 
ferred to special salt water 
pens for their last five months 
before harvest.

and draw new line* for the 1974 
elections. But the court tempor- * 
arily overrode Reagan’s veto of 
the congressional plan, ordered 
it implemented for this year and 
directed the Legislature to pass 
a new one for 1974. 


The argument against the Leg­ 
islature reapportioning itself is 
that it is not in the cards for a 
politician, whose first rule is 
self-survival, to vote for a redis- 
tricting plan which endangers 
his re-election chances. There­ 
fore, any reapportionment plan 
— above all else — must protect 
the political positions of a major­ 
ity of legislators in order to 
attract enough votes for pas­ 
sage. 


“I would be less than candid if 
I didn’t tell you a legislator is 
concerned about his opportuni­ 
ties of getting re-elected in reap­ 
portionment negotiations,” con­ 
cedes Senate Democratic leader 
George R. Moscone of San Fran­ 
cisco. 


But Moscone adds, “I can’t 
think of anyone who is better 
suited to draw lines on the basis 
of community of interest than a 
person who has represented it in 
the legislature.” 


Minority groups, however, 
loudly complain they have been 
shortchanged on representation 
in Sacramento because of the 
survival instincts of incumbent 
legislators. 


Reinecke charged that plans 
passed by the 1971 legislature 
“fragmented minority groups 
for the purpose of perpetuating 
liberal Caucasians in office.” 


Critics also point to such ger­ 
rymandering as one district in 
the Senate plan which stretched 
from Bridgeport in the Sierra to 
Carmel on the coast to Needles 
in the Mojave Desert. 


Although most Dem ocrats, 
who now are in power, seem to 
favor the present system and 
many Republicans oppose it, the 
argument transcends party 
lines. Assembly GOP leader 
Robert T. Monagan of Tracy 
disagrees with Reagan; Demo­ 
crats have introduced bills to 
abolish the Legislature’s reap­ 
portionment authority. 


Most observers feel, however, 
that if the system ever is 
changed it will have to be by the 
courts or ballot initiative. They 
feel it is unlikely a majority of 
legislators will willingly surren­ 
der the power to decide their

Flying Turtles 


LOS ANGELES O JPD-Pan 
American World Airways has 
been accused of illegally trans­ 
porting protected wild animals, 
including more than 20,000 tur­ 
tles. 
The airline w'as named in four 
counts, which carry up to $21,000 
in fines and a maximum three 
year jail term, U.S. Attorney 
William D. Keller announced 
during the weekend. 
One count alleges the airlines 
transported 20,150 South Ameri­ 
can river turtles in April from 
Panama en route to a food 
company in Tokyo. The river 
turtles are on the list of endan­ 
gered species, and it is against 
federal law to buy, sell or 
transport them.

Ex-Student 
Held Marin 
Bomb Maker 


A former Stanford University 


student built the bomb that 
blew up a courtroom in the 
Marin County Hall of Justice in 
1970, reporter Edward S. Mont­ 
gomery told a gathering of Ma­ 
rin peace officers Saturday 
night. 


The ex-student, James Ed­ 
ward Johnson, an explosives 
expert who now is a fugitive 
somewhere in Canada, also 
produced several of the bombs 
planted in Bank of America 
branches, declared Montgom­ 
ery, investigative reporter for 
I he San Francisco Examiner, 
who was speaker at fhe annual 
installation dinner of the Marin 
County Peace Officers Associa­ 
tion. 
Montgomery said that John­ 
son is not himself a revolution­ 
ary but is “ a virtual captive of 
the militants.” He did not dis­ 
close the basis for his claim 
that Johnson made the bombs. 


Flying of the Viet Cong flag 
in San Francisco Saturday at a 
demonstration in ehalf of H. 
Bruce Franklin, ousted Stan­ 
ford professor, was described 
by Montgomery as the latest 
evidence of subversion that he 
declared is financed by means 
ranging from money from Pe­ 
king and the Cuban mission to 
the United Nations to “ student 
loans that they have no inten­ 
tion to repay.” 
By infiltration, he claimed, 
subversive groups have distort­ 
ed the aims and won financial 
support from legitimate peace 
groups and churches. He cited 
a Women for Peace press re­ 
lease which declared: “ We in­ 
dict Marin County authorities 
for complicity in the conviction 
without trial” of Angela Davis, 
the Presbyterian Church’s $10,- 
000 goal to Miss Davis’s defense 
fund, and underwriting by the 
United Ministries in Education 
of the Wildcat, a Maoist organ 
published in Berkeley. 
“ Many of these people would 
not have gotten as far as they 
got or as fast as they got had it 
not been for the media — par­ 
ticularly television.” declared 
Montgomery7.

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI)— 


The Longshoremen’s Union has 
agreed to negotiate the move­ 
ment of grain from strikebound 
Pacific Coast ports. 


In the first “ break” since the 


15,000-member International 
Longshoremen’s and Ware­ 
housemen’s Union resumed a 
government-suspended 100-day 
strike Jan. 17, the union said 
talks would begin soon with the 
grain elevator operators. 


Five million tons of grain a 
year, approximately $300 mil­ 
lion worth, is handled by the 
elevator operators group, which 
has been struck along with the 
Pacific Maritime Association. 
Preparations were also un­ 
derway today for a resumption 


of talks between the ILWU and 
the PM A. A union spokesman 
said the walkout would have 
been halted U the PMA had 
agreed to make wages and oth­ 
er negotiated gains retroactive 
to Nov. 14. 
The remaining major issue 


was the financing of $5.2 million 
for a guaranteed weekly pay 
check for dockworkers. 
The elevator operators do not 


belong to the PMA, but follow 
its lead in contract negotia­ 
tions, said a union spokesman # 
who viewed the development as « 
“ the first real break in the * 
strike.” 


The loading of wheat, alfalfa * 


and feed grains would give 
ILWU members added income. 


A boat rescue near the en­ 
trance to Tomales Bay and the 
capture of two robbery suspects 
in Novato led to honors award­ 
ed Saturday night by the Marin 
County Peace Officers Associa­ 
tion. 


Jointly honored as “ citizen of 
the year” for 1971 were William 
Vogler of Dillon Beach and 
Paul Duvall of Roseville, Pla­ 
cer County. 
Named “ peace officer of the 
year” was Patrolman John L. 
Tyson of the Novato Police 
Depart ment. 
On the morning of last Oct. 9, 
two 16-foot pleasure fishing 
boats, each with four occu­ 
pants, were attempting to beat 
back into Tomales Bay through 
extremely rough seas when one 
was swamped and overturned. 
Occupants of the other boat, 
unable to assist, radioed a dis­ 
tress call. 
Vogler and Duvall, in Vog- 
ler's boat, heard the signal and 
left Lawson’s Landing at Dillon 
Beach to go to the rescue. They 
beat through heavy swells and 
towering waves to the vicinity 
of Bird Rock Island, where they 
found the overturned boat with 
one survivor clinging to it. A 
second survivor was holding to 
a bit of flotsam. 
Vogler and Duvall rescued 
them both. The other two occu­ 
pants of the capsized fishing 
boat were lost. 
Early last March 23, Officer 
Tyson stopped to assist a 
stranded motorist on Nave 
Drive near the Hamilton Air 
Force Base main gate He saw 
a speeding car headed north 
and turned to pursue it. As he 
neared the Standard Service 
Station on Nave Drive, he saw 
two men beating the station 
attendant. 
As Tyson radioed for assist­ 
ance, he saw the station attend­ 
ant fall unconscious 
He 
grabbed the shotgun from his 
car and ran toward the station

TOD A Y'S EDITORIAL 
Parkinson's Law Can 
Sprechen Sie Deutsch 


Among the many publications 
which cross our desk is the 
German Tribune, published in 
H am burg and consisting of 
English translations from Ger­ 
man periodicals. In its latest 
issue is an article by Hans 
W ullenweber from the Mun- 
chner Merkur, headlined. ‘‘Par­ 
kinson’s Law Plunges 
Local 
Authorities Into the Red.” 


‘‘Mushrooming local govern­ 
ment; payrolls are the reason 
why local taxes and license 
fees are on the up and up,” 
reports Herr Wullenweber, add­ 
ing that “ it is small wonder 
that the cities are sounding an 
alarm signal.” 


ACCORDING TO A SURVEY 
by the Cologne Standing Con­ 
ference of Town Councils, he 
reports, “wages and salaries 
already account for 90.7 per 
cent of (local) tax revenue.” 


Tn West Germany, as in Cali­ 
fornia, cities have other reve­ 
nue sources — state and feder­ 
al subsidies — but, w rites 
Wullenweber, “ even so their 
■payroll amounted to 42 per cent 
of total expenditure in 1970 . . . 


“ In recent years wage and 
sala ry increases have been 
granted that exceed by far the 
earning power of the civic em ­ 
ployers . . . 


‘‘What is m ore, enorm ous 
amounts of money are paid into 
retirement schemes and, taken 
as a whole, it is hardly surpris­ 
ing that civil servants are well 


on the way to landing the 
authorities in Carey Street.” 
The authorities, concedes 
Herr Wullenweber, are pressed 
by the public for an ever- 
increasing range of services. 
Alsp, “ federal and state gov­ 
ernment frequently require lo­ 
cal authorities not only to im­ 
plement the provisions but also 
meet the cost of new legisla­ 
tion. both of which the cities 
and towns can do little about.” 
IF ALL THIS sounds very 
familiar, no less so is the fur­ 
ther comment in Wullenweber’s 
article: “ One of the idiosyncra- 
cies of the public sector in this 
country is that most local au­ 
thority employees, be they bor­ 
ough surveyors or bus conduc­ 
tors. cannot legally be sacked 
except in the event of some 
grave misdemeanor.” 
Quite obviously, neither geo­ 
graphic boundaries nor lan­ 
guage differences affect 
the 
operation of Parkinson’s Law. 
Nor do they change the charac­ 
ter of civilservice. 
Wullenweber reports that the 
desperate city government of 
Bonn, whqch he calls “ a partic­ 
ularly bad example of over- 
staffing,” in their search for 
every pfennig of additional rev­ 
enue have even increased dog 
licenses by 80 to 110 per cent. 
Quite obviously, in West Ger­ 
m any as in California, the 
search is more diligent for new 
ways to sock the taxpayer than 
for ways to cut government 
cost.

Advocates Of Ferry System 


May Force Its Scuttling 
L

The G olden G ate B ridge D istric t, 
thanks to opposition from H arbor C ar­ 
riers, may never get its ferryboat fleet 
afloat. 
Harbor C arriers, longtime private op­ 
erato r of ferries on the bay. has been 
hard at work to thw art the bridge dis­ 
trict's plans to build a fleet of luxury 
ferries to serve a new’ network of term in­ 
als. That the private com pany could have 
turned this sam e boundless energy to 
providing the service itself is another 
issue. 
H arbor C arriers portrays the bridge 
district as a behemoth shouldering aside 
the little businessman, but don t turn on 
the tears too soon — the com pany is part 
of a coastal corporate m arine em pire 
th at reportedly grosses several hundred 
million dollars a year in tug and barge 
operations. 
This kind of money inevitably suggests 
political power. Interestingly, a resolu­ 
tion is working its way through com 
m ittes to the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors dem anding that the bridge 
district give in to Harbor C arriers’ de­ 
m and that the com pany provide new' 
ferry service. 


TODAY'S WORLD 


“You seem pretty sure of your position 
here, Ilembold!” 


SAN FRANCISCANS fill half of the 
seats on the bridge board, thus have an 
unbreakable hand at its wheel. So when 
they speak, they tend to be heard loud 
and clear. 
The irony of such a resolution, if it 
becam e the policy of the supervisors, 
would be that it was the sam e board of 
supervisors which three years ago forced 
the bridge district to com m it itself to go 
into the ferry business. It was a plain 
political trade — San Francisco would 
tolerate a new com m uter bus system by 
the district if the district also promised 
to build a ferry system . 
We, too. are all for private capital, and 
assum e that Harbor C arriers would want 
to take over the cost as well as the gravy 
of any new ferry service This would free 
millions in limited district reserves to 
buy more buses, which unquestionably 
carry far more passengers for the dollar 
than ferries. 
Harbor C arriers also is fighting against 
the district’s application for $12.6 million 
in federal funds to pay for two-thirds of 
the new ferry system 
Some bridge di 
rectors question the wisdom of spending 
the entire 
$18 9 million 
wholly from 
district reserves, and without a federal 
grant there m ay not be enough bridge 
board votes to go ahead ori the ferry 
system . 
THOMAS T. STOKER is talking about 
giving up his candidacy for the Demo 
eratic nomination in the Sixth Congres­ 
sional District. Not that he’s thinkcg 
about dropping out of the race for Con­ 
gress 
- he’s just talking of running 
instead as an independent on the June 
ballot. 
“ It looks like th at’s what I am going to 
do.” he

reluctant to Ik* identified as a Dem ocrat 
since both m ajor parties “ have failed the 
nation so m iserably.”

Dispute Pay Decision 


I would like to respond to the Jan. 19 
article quoting Asst. Supt. Robert E. 
Spain as saying that the M arin County 
Board of Education granted a salary 
increase averaging 2.8 per cent to classi­ 
fied school employees. Mr. Spain’s réper­ 
toriai gem did not reveal that 22 em ploy­ 
ees fail to share the benevolent board’s 
bountiful bonanza. 


A review of events leading to the board 
decision reveals a series of m onum ental 
miscues involving out-dated salary data, 
jurisdictional indecision, m isinterpreta­ 
tion of Education Code statutes, m anage­ 
rial m isinformation, and finally, inconsi­ 
d e ra te and d isco u rteo u s a ttitu d e s by 
officials toward Marin County classified 
school employees.

The board's concurrence with the Ma­ 
rin County Schools Personnel Commis­ 
sion’s recom m endations for reclassifica­ 
tions of positions should in no way be 
construed as granting an average 2.8 per 
cent salary increase.

Academic Pecking Order 


Weakens Structure Of Schools

There is a pecking order am ong tdach- 
ers. And because society has perpetuated 
it by acquiescence, m any of the educa­ 
tional ills which could have been cured 
long ago are still with us. While there is 
no official list of symbols used to rank 
teachers by degree of prestige there are, 
indeed, subtle means to place them in a 
hierarchy of esteem. 


in the public schools, for exam ple, the 
elem entary teaeher has a long history of 
being viewed as the schoolm arm - pru­ 
dish, spinsterish, and strict. W'ithin the 
graded elem entary school, teachers tend 
to be considered 
im portant 
in direct 
relationship to the grade level taught. 
The first grade or kindergarten teacher 
ranks lowest; the sixth grade teacher in 
a K-6 school, highest 
Yet, what other 
teaeher in the entire educational system 
contributes more to society than a first 
grade teacher who helps a child achieve 
success in learning to read? 


AT THE NEXT LEVEL of the educa­ 
tional ladder, the secondary school, the 
pecking order is more pronounced and 
com plicated 


Secondary school teachers have tradi 
tionally expected to be recognized as 
being su p e rio r to e le m e n ta ry school 
teachers. And they have been m arkedly 
successful in achieving that expectation. 
This has been reflected in standards 
imposed by society for teaching in the 
secondary schools, as com pared to sub 
stantially lower requirem ents for eJemcri 
tary school teaching. Of course, such 
em phasis has been tantam ount to erect 
mg a beautiful temple on quicksand 
Consequently, th»* entire educational su 
perstruetiire has suffered from recurring 
dam ages that can In* traced to a faulty 
foundation. 
But the educational pecking order is 
not restricted to condescension by sec 
oridary school teachers in their relation 
ship with elem entary school personnel It 
also exists am ong the academ ic disci 
plines where a hierarchy of soatus pre 
v.'.ils. At the top of the totem pole of 


prestige are subject-m atter specialists in 
m athem atics, science. English, and the 
social 
scien ces. 
N ear 
the 
bottom 
a re found hom e econom ics, in d u stria l 
arts, physical education and vocationally 
oriented teachers. 
THEN, TH ERE ARE the colleges and 
universities. Ivy leag u e institutions en­ 
joy 
(he greatest stature. Universities 
rank higher than colleges. And the four- 
y ear institutions in turn outrank the two- 
y ear com m unity colleges. Yet, there is 
no objective evidence to prove that the 
more prestigious four-year colleges and 
universities do a better job than the 
com m unity colleges in educating students 
of com parable ability. 
in the colleges and universities there is 
a hierarchy am ong the academ ic and 
professional disciplines much like that 
described for secondary schools. But it is 
more cunning. In the universities the 
professional program s and professional 
personnel in law. medicine, and engineer­ 
ing rank at or near the top Academic 
teachers and researchers in the liberal 
arts, hum anities, sciences and m athe­ 
m atics enjoy lofty positions in the g a r­ 
dens of Academe, Occupationally orient­ 
ed program s like industrial arts, home 
economics, 
law enforcem ent, nursing, 
education, and business are found near 
the bottom of the scale 
THE WHOLE SCHEME, of course, is 
ridiculous. If educaoion were a chain with 
each link equally strong it could be 
readily seen that all links would he 
equally im portant. 'Ibe chain with a 
weak link is analagous to education 
If however, because of the insatiable 
nature of m an’s ego, a pecking order 
must lx* observed 
would it not m ake 
more 
sense 
to 
place 
an appropriate 
em phasis on the building of a strong 
educational foundation? If children m as 
ter reading and study skills in elem ent« 
ry schools, are they not likely to succeed 
at seconda ry school and college levels in 
spite of teachers and professors with 
whom growing num bers of students can 
not relate?

And the less whimsical candidates for

NOTHING LATELY has so em phasized 
Edmund M uskie’s confidence and George 
M cGovern’s desperation as their respec­ 
tive no-comment and flood of com m ent 
on how to cut defense spending, Muskie, 
on “ Meet the P ress,” used up 386 words 
as 
his 
half of an exchange with a 
reporter over what specific arm s spend­ 
ing reductions he might make, and the 
gist of his answ er was in once sentence: 
“ I don’t think the voters would trust a 
budget 
that 
I produced this noon in 
response to your question.” 


After all. who has to respond to a 
needling reporter when he has in his vest- 
pocket a list of labor leaders, senators in 
key prim ary states, governors and other 
assorted party influences eager to an­ 
nounce their endorsem ent of his am bi­ 
tions — and in his watch pocket a new 
H arris poll showing him running ahead of 
all his fellow D em ocrats and dead even 
with the incum bent Prefident? 


But McGovern has precious few party 
grandees, and the very mention of public 
opinion polls m ust bo forbidden in his 
cam paign headquarters. Thus, one week 
he tolls in 12 double-spaced pages how' he 
proposes to redo the country’s tax stru c­ 
ture. and tho next week, without even 
being asked, he rethinks Am erican de­ 
fense policy dollar by dollar. R ather than 
brushing it off in .‘586 words like Muskie. 
ho dissects it in 56 single spaced pages, 
which is more like 23,000 words. 


To those dealing with politics rath er 
than m ilitary affairs, the m ere fact of his 
defense posture statem ent is more inter 
esfing than its substance. To the m ass of 
his supporters, who are there m ainly 
because of his antiw ar record, his conces­ 
sion that any arm s spending at all is 
necessary will come as a form of treason. 


And. in tin* event that political realism 
finally is catching up with him and he is 
catering to the rest of the party, then he 
has overdone his reduction proposals to 
the point at which they can be dism issed 
as wishful thinking

Ah°to, that it was entirely le­ 
gal. 
R E P O R T E R - Ralph Nader 
in his 938-page report on home 
deliveries has charged that 
your company has been using 
defective milk cartons. Is this 
true? 
MILKMAN — Well, Mr. Na­ 
der isn’t on my route, so I don’t 
know what he hases his infor­ 
mation on. My cartons, I assure 
you, don’t leak any more than 
the national average. 
R EPO R T ER — Since you 
have been selling various prod­ 
ucts, such as body cream, along 
with milk, there has been some 
talk that you have been skirting 
the anti monopoly laws. 
MILKMAN — If you mean 
those bubble gum baseball 
cards I distributed last year. , . 
I checked with the American 
Legion, National League and 
Charles 0. Finley, experts on 
the anti-monopoly law, and they 
Said it was legal. 
REPO RTER — The under­ 
ground press has listed you 
among the top “ price war mon­ 
gers” for engaging in three all- 
out wars with nval dairies and 
two skirmishes with the corner 
grocer.

MILKMAN — As you know, 
I'm considered a “ dove” in 
these price wars; that is, I 


believe in preventive price 
wars, not price wars of aggres­ 
sion.

R EPO R T ER —- Ecologists 
say you are contributing to the 
littering of the environment and 
creating a waste problem by 
delivering milk in cartons, rath­ 
er than bottles. 
MILKMAN —- Personally, I 
think the bottles were a greater 
environmental nuisance. People 
were always breaking them.

U.S. Base In Persian Gulf 
Annoys Shah Of Iran 


By PHIL 
UPI Foreign 
The agreement by which the 
United States takes over a part 
of the former British base on 
the island of Bahrain In the 
Persian Gulf may be “ just a 
change in landlords” so far as 
the U.S. is concerned, but it has 
annoyed the United States’ good 
friend, the shah of Iran. 
Within recent weeks a num­ 
ber of events have occurred 
bearing on the future of the 
Persian Gulf around whose 
shores and beneath which lie 
some 70 per cent of the world’s 
known reserves of oil. 


FIRST OF all, the British 
have pulled out after being a 
stabilizing factor for more than 
100 years. 


Next, the shah sent his ma­ 
rines to occupy the islands of 
Great and Little Tumb and Abu 
Musa on the claim they were 
vital to Iranian security and to 
defense of the Strait of Hormuz 
which opens into the Gulf of 
Oman and eventually into the 
Arabian Sea and the Indian 
Ocean. 
Oil tankers churn through 
this passage at roughly the rate 
of one every 12 minutes. 
As a consequence of the

shah'8 action, neighboring Iraq 
broke relations with Iran and 
expelled from within her bor­ 
ders some 60,000 Iranians, some 
of whose families had lived in 
Iran for generations. 
ALONG WITH THESE devel- 
opments came the Indian-Paki- 
stan war and the break-up of 
Pakistan into two independent 
ports. 


This also concerned the shah 
because of West Pakistan’s long 
border with Iran and the shah’s 
fear that the breakaway of Pak 
istan’s Bengali population and 
establishment of Bangladesh 
could lead to similar move­ 
ments among the various ethnic 
groups in West Pakistan. 
It is to the shah’s interest 
that West Pakistan remain 
strong. 
During the short India-Paki- 
stan war, Iran was said to have 
given serious consideration to a 
Pakistani request for Iranian- 
piloted IJ.S.-buiJt Phantom jets 
hut to have rejected the request 
finally, partly because Pakistan 
lacked logistical facilities to 
support the planes. 
Iran and Pakistan are, or 
w ere, 
linked 
by 
the 


U.S.sponsored CENTO treaty, 
set up originally as part of a 
chain of treaties to contain 
communism but now consid­ 
ered largely a dead issue. 


THROUGH ALL of Iran’s for­ 
eign policy decisions, whether 
they deal with Pakistan, the 
occupation of certain gulf is­ 
lands or the U.S. agreement for 
use of the base on Bahrain, 
there runs a constant. 


'That is, the shah’s determina­ 
tion that neither the United 
States nor the Soviet Union nor 
leftwing Arab movements are 
going to take over the Persian 
gulf which henceforth is to be 
strictlyan area of Iranian influ­ 
ence. 


And when he mentions those 
who should stay out of the gulf 
he mentions the United States 
specifically, even though he 
says U.S. Iranian relations 
were “ never better.” 


He also has warned Iraq and 
other leftwing Arab regimes 


against undertaking some new 
adventure in the gulf area. 
Of his own growing military 
power he says he doubts “ any­ 
one will want to brush against 
us now, and especially not in 
five years from now.”

With hair still mostly dark 
brown and an alert mind capa­ 
ble of dealing with the intrica­ 
cies of Phase II price controls, 
she seems at least 15 years 
younger than her age as she 
serves customers at her health 
food store in Mill Valley’s El 
Paseo building complex. 
For 15 years she has owned 
and operated the little store, 
working from 9:30 a.m. to 5:30 
p m, six days a week doing 
everything, including the book­ 
keeping, with only the part-time 
help of three women. Two of 
these are girls of what she calls 
“ the modern type.” 
“ I have good relations with 
all of these young people,” she 
said with a smile. “There long 
hair doesn’t bother me. and I 
can see good in almost all of 
them .” 
This feeling may stem from 
the fact that Nora Zimmerman 
was avant-garde for her gener­ 
ation as a university graduate 
with much independence of 
spirit at a time when women’s 
place was definitely in the 
home. 
Nora Corcoran — her maiden 
nam e — was born and educated 
through high school in Green­ 
field, Ind., where her father 
was secretary to a building and 
loan association and gas com­ 
pany and her mother was a 
piano teacher. She had one 
younger brother. 
‘ “FROM THE age of 13 I 
worked in father’s office after 
school and during sum m er va­ 
cations.” she recalled, 
“ and 
that’s where I learned all the 


bookkeeping that I know. 1 had 
two aunts who had attended 
college, and my mother encour­ 
aged me to save my money so 
that I could go. My father was 
in favor of it too. 


“ At that time teaching was 
one of the few fields open to 
women, but I really wanted to 
teach anyway.

She 
spend four years as a Latin and 
m athem atics teach er in her 
own Greenfield High School be­ 
fore she met her future hus­ 
band, Elmer Zimmerman. She 
was on a visit to the 1915 World 
Exposition in San Francisco, 
where In* was employed as a 
salesm an for electrical sup­ 
plies. 


They lives first in San Fran­ 
cisco and then built a home in 
Mill Valley in 19Id before he 
served overseas and in Wash­ 
ington, D.G.. during World War 
I in the engineer corps of the 
U.S. Army.

Jane And 


Her Chimp 


Studies

SAN FRANCISCO (U P f)- 
Iler name is Jane and she lives 
in Africa with the wild chim­ 
panzees 
During the past 11 years, she 
has drastically altered m an’s 
conception of his nearest rela­ 
tive in the evolutionary family. 
Jan e Van Lawick-Goodall 
was a young English secretary 
with a deep interest in animals 
in I960 when her Im is s, anthro­ 
pologist Louis Leakey, a r­ 
ranged for her to study chimps 
on the shores of I^ake Tanganyi­ 
ka. 
After six months of frustrat­ 
ing and harrowing experiences, 
she was finally accepted as “a 
pale-skinned 
a p e ” 
by 
the 
Chimps and began studying 
their behavior up close. 
WHAT SHE saw changed 
long-held views on the chimpan­ 
zee’s life-style, diet and abili­ 
ties and provided new insights 
into the biological basis of hu­ 
man behavior and child-rear­ 
ing. 
Mrs. Van Lawick-Goodall, a 
slim, intense Englishwoman of 
37 married to wildlife photogra­ 
pher Hugo van La wick and the 
mother of a four-year-old boy, 
now lives nine months a year at 
Gombe Stream Research Cen­ 
ter in Africa and the other 
three months at Stanford Uni­ 
versity in Palo Alto, Calif. 
Stanford has started work on 
a new chim panzee research 
center near its campus where 
scientists will compare studies 
on captive animals with those 
living in the wild at Gombe. 
Mrs. Van I,awick-Goodall dis­ 
cussed her work, recounted in 
her recently published book “ in 
the Shadow of Man,” during an 
intervuw. 
She said her most significant 
findings were that chimpanzees 
made and used tools and that 
they engaged in hunting. The 
tools included twigs trimmed 
for use in grubbing for termites 
and leaves chewed up for use 
as a sponge. 
“OVER THE long term, we 
may learn more from the tre­ 
mendous length of time a child 
is dependent on her mother, the 
observational method of learn­ 
ing by the child, the very long 
duration of the affectionate 
bond between mother and chil­ 
dren, and the similarities in 
communication between chimps 
and man which suggest a com­ 
mon ancestor millions of years 
ago,” she said. 
“ We hope eventually to relate 
these to the biological basis of 
human behavior.” 
She said her firsthand studies 
of chimps in the wild have 
indicated a narrower biological 
gap between man and monkey 
than had been thought, but that 
they also have made her more 
appreciative of the differences, 
which seem to lie in the evolu­ 
tion of certain parts of the 
brain. 
THE EVIDENCE at these dif­ 
ferences include a spoken lan­ 
guage, which allows communi­ 
cation about the p ast and 
future; an appreciation of beau­ 
ty; the human emotions of love 
and hate; and m an’s deep self- 
awareness which results in phil­ 
osophical ponderings for an 
explanation of his existence and 
the world he lives in. 
“ I wonder where and when 
these em otions developed in 
m an,” Mrs. Van Lawick-Good­ 
all said. “ What evolutionary 
pressures caused them ?” 
In her book, she follows the 
lives of several chimps, espe­ 
cially an old female named Flo 
and her offspring, and makes 
them come alive as greatly 
varied individuals. 
The Englishwoman, who re­ 
ceived a doctorate from Cam­ 
bridge University in 1964 on the

basis of her primate research, 
said she and her husband mod­ 
eled the raising of their son, 
nicknamed “ Grub,” on chim­ 
panzee child-rearing methods. 
CHIMP MOTHERS coddle 
and cuddle their youngsters for 
years, breast-feeding them in 
moments of stress as well as at 
meal-time and allowing them to 
cling to them at all times. 
“ Our son absolutely thrived.” 
she said. “ People predicted 
he’d be a real mommy’s boy 
but h e ’s four-and-a-hall now 
and far from it.” With a smile 


of pride: “ He’s very independ­ 
ent now.” 
Mrs. Van Lawick-Goodall 
said she expects to spend the 
rest of her life studying the 
chimpanzees at Gombe, follow­ 
ing the entire life of some of the 
prim ates born since she arrived 
there. 
“They have a life expectancy 
of 50 years, so it’s a very 
longterm study,” she said. 
She did her first teaching at 
Stanford last fall and found 
students interested because of 
“their urgency to learn about 


behavior.” 
AS FOR herself, “It’* my 
thing. I think I was born want­ 
ing to understand anim als. 
When I was four, I spent five 
hours in a hen house watching 
the chickens 
while 
people 
searched for me. I think that s 
odd behavior for a child of four. 
It’s something that was born in 
me. 
“ From age eight, when I read 
Dr. Dolittle books. I wanted to 
be a girl who watched animals 
in Africa and write books about 
them .” 


More Women Than Ever 
Running Away From Home

away from home than ever 
before, according to a nation­ 
wide agency in the business of 
finding missing persons.

“ There’s this crazy situation of 
highly educated women wash­ 
ing dishes and sorting diapers 
— It’s hellishly frustrating for 
some of them. 


“ A d isc o n te n te d w o ma n 
knows that there are all kinds 
of worlds out there and things, 
‘Why can’t I get out of my 
trap?’ ” 


He said that the composite 
runaway wife, as recorded by 


the Tracers company, is 34 
years old, was m arried at 19, 
attended college for two years 
had her first child within one 
year of m arriage and her sec­ 
ond child within the next 18 
months, and has been dedicat­ 
ing herself ever since to caring 
for her family. 
“ Finally, after 15 years of 
that, she took off,” he said.

WASHINGTON — Congressional hearings 
two years ago helped to focus public attention 
on the large proportion of sweepstakes prizes 
offered in mail campaigns but never award­ 
ed. 
In the past year, the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission won agreement from several large 
promoters to award all prizes offered. Other 
companies decided to adopt the same policy 
voluntarily 
BUT FAKE PUZZLE contests ------------------- 
continue to do business with 
little interference from govern­ 
ment prosecutors and with 
eventual penalties amounting to 
more than slaps on the wrist. 
Postal inspectors have a bet­ 
ter conviction record than the 
more famous FBI. But they 
cannot seem to reduce your 
chances of getting bilked by 
fake schemes. Many of their 
targets simply adopt a new 
alias and move to another loca­ 
tion. 
THE MOST recent example 
of what they — and unsuspect­ 
ing 
consum ers 
— are 
up 
against involved a puzzle con­ 
test scheme operated by Samu­ 
el Taylor, alias just plain Sam, 
with a corporation he called 
Independence Hall in Palm 
Beach, Fla. 
Through the mail and maga­ 
zine advertisements, Taylor at­ 
tracted puzzle enthusiasts with 
prom ises of prizes ranging 
from $5,500 to $40,000. Contest 
names included Alladin’s Lamp’ 
of Golden Fortune, Golden Horn 
of Plenty, Golden Galleon and 
Globetrotter Puzzle Contests. 
Contestants were required to 
pay entry fees ranging from $2 
to $5 for sets of puzzles. So- 
called winners of one series 
would be required to try “tie­ 
breakers” for further fees and 
promises of larger prizes. 
Some prize winners received 
money; others were not even 
informed they had won. Investi­ 
gators determined that some of 
the biggest prizes went to peo­ 
ple who had not even entered 
the contests. 
THEY REPORTED that four 
w inners’ checks for $30,000 
were issued to friends or rela­ 
tives of a woman friend of 
Taylor. The recipients, accord­ 
ing to postal authorities, then 
deposited the money in Canadi­ 
an bank accounts which eventu­ 
ally emptied into his own bank 
account in Florida. 
The postal probe began in 
1969 after a flood of complaints 
had been received. But by that 
time, according to postal in­ 
spectors, Taylor had collected 
more than $500,000 “from duped 
customers trying for cash priz­ 
es valued at nearly $150,000.” 
TYPICAL OF the many thou­ 
sands who lost money in the 
scheme was a 
Pennsylvania 
resident. After paying a total of 
$30 in fees, she was told she had 
tied for first place and would 
have to send in more money for 
a tie-breaker puzzle. Although 
told she had won, she never 
received any money. 
The end of the road came for 
Taylor on Oct. 13. That was the 
day when he was sentenced 
following a plea of guilty to 28 
counts of mail fraud and one 
count of using a fictitious name. 
He was indicted the previous 
July by a grand jury in West 
Palm Beach. 


B IT THE COURT showed 
compassion — not for the thou­ 
sands of innocent victims — but 
for Taylor. Moved by a proba­ 
tion report that cited his age 
(77) and failing health, the court 
sentenced him to two years 
probation and a fine of $1,000. 
The victims got nothing. 
Such light sentences may ex­ 
plain why this kind of fakery 
continues to flourish despite the 
impressive record of postal in­ 
spectors. 
P. T. Barnum also had an 
explanation when he said “a 
sucker is born every minute.”

When Hardy 
Amies arrived from London 
last spring to put on a fashion 
show he was horrified to find 
American men were not wear­ 
ing high heels, and he promptly 
imported some from Switzer­ 
land for his show. 
The first person to produce 
them in quantity was Robert 
Cochran, president of Flagg 
Brothers, who sold them like 
hot cakes. Other companies 
quickly followed. 
NOW, COCHRAN SAID, the 
big interest is in unusual heel 
shapes—flared, slanted back, 
etc. At first they were in natu­ 
ral leather, and then in black, 
but now they are covered to 
coordinate with the upper -or 
colored to contrast. 
“ With the high heels are plat­ 
form soles,” said Nancy Knox, 
president of Renegades. “ They 
are inflexible, heavy, hard and 
expensive and I don’t know how 
Carmen Miranda got around in 
them as well as she did.” Some 
of the ones she was showing 
were in such muted colors as 
gray and tan suede, the new 
“ ecological look” of the earth. 
“ Boots are falling off, al­ 
though low ankle boots are im­ 
portant,” she said. And around 
the showroom were such items 
as gray suede shoes with laven­ 
der heels, high heeled shoes 
with thick (nearly an inch) plat­ 
form soles in funky weights 
with knobbed toes, brass grum­ 
mets and thick laces. 
Manufacturers agreed the 
trend in toward earth tones hut 
say color will still be round this 
spring. Norman Mehringer, the 
shoe stylist for Thom McAn, 
put such color combinations as 
kelly green and “ red onion” in 
his spring line. He also brought 
out an eight-inch white boot. 
ALFRED L. SEELYE, presi­ 
dent of Wolverine World Wide, 
is showing his once staid Hush 
Puppies in such color combina­ 
tions as green and yellow, white 


and gray and red and gray. 
And he said the tendency of 
youths to wear ordinary work 
shoos has pushed sales of work 
shoes up 70 per cent, 
Verde, an Italian import, also 
hit color hard plus combina­ 
tions of materials. One of the 
wildest was a lace up oxford 
with a big bump toe and two 
inch heels. Some were suede, 
others were suede and a wet- 
look crinkle patent in a variety 
of color and fabrics. 
Alice Regensberg of the 
American Footwear Institute 
reported a renaissance of clas­ 
sicism including the wingtip in 
contrasting colors and texture, 
and boots in patchwork. 
She reported new interest in 
higher heels, in the classic 
blucher, in tied ghillie and tas­ 
sel moccasins plus sandals in 
all shapes, including some on 
wooden platforms, the high 
heeled Bovver boot and sneak­ 
ers in every color and texture 
you can think of. 
Some of the lines on display 
with heel heights in parenthe­ 
sis: 
In whites, French Shriner 
showed a patent slipon with 
white straps across the instep 
and a black heel il3A). Jarman 
had a patent with four ties 
through brass rings and leather 
tunnels UG). Manistee used a 
low heel on a square toed moc­ 
casin in pebble calf with a 
crepe sole. 
IN TWO ones Pedwin had a 
brown-black shoe with brass 
grommets and red and black 
laces (lVa); Johnson & Murphy 
a burgundy and black glazed 
kid boot (V/z) and an evening 
slipper in a combination of tor­ 
toise patent and brown sked 
with a gold medallion and chain 
across the vamp (l1/*). French 
Shriner had a black calf and 
red suede wingtip with a big 
but one-inch heel. 
In sporty looks Bass showed 
the classic saddle shoe in brown 
and white with thick soles — 
and a V/z inch heel. Bates 
Floaters had bowling type 
shoes in red suede and elk with 
white trim. Freeman combined 
red, white and blue suede and 
calf in a wingtip (V/a).

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MUSIC REVIEW 


First of Season 
Stunning Program 


By MAYBELLE 


Seiji Ozawa produced both 
the ultimate in stunning sonori­ 
ty and music of utmost lyrical 
refinement Saturday night at 
the Veterans Memorial Build­ 
ing in the first program of the 
San Francisco Symphony’s 
third annual Marin Series. 
Under maestro Ozawa, it was 
the symphony’s first perform­ 
ance in the new auditorium, 
and a sellout audience showed a 
warm and enthusiastic re­ 
sponse for the varied program 
offered by the orchestra. 
Later, in an interview with 
the Independent-Journal, Oza­ 
wa praised the acoustics of the 
auditorium, hut felt it was best 
suited for smaller orchestra 
work. 


‘it is great, but not perfect 


for a big orchestra. More space 
for sound to expand is needed 
for that. I like feeling close to 
the audience, but best here is 
music for small orchestra, like 
Mozart, Haydn, early Beetho­ 
ven, Vivaldi, perhaps some 
Brahms and Schumann. 


However, he said, “ I speak 
only like musician. A hall is my 
instrument.” 
The orchestra, in fact, did 
offer a Mozart selection — the 
Piano Concerto No. 21 in C 
Major, featuring the young Ger­ 
man pianist Christoph Eschen- 
bach. And the audience seemed 
partial to this work among the 
four performed. 
Though Eschenbach’s playing 
was perhaps a touch on the 
romantic side rather than pris- 
vlozart, it was thrillingly 
musical and technically flaw­ 
less. He and Ozawa produced a 
memorable reading of the 
work, especially the exquisite 
andante. 
Yet the concert was predomi­ 
nate flamboyant — thanks both 
to the spectacular “So-Gu 11.” 
a work dedicated to Ozawa by 
•the young Japanese composer 
Maki Ishii, who was present, 
and to Scriabin’s shatteringly 
brilliant “ Poem of Ecstasy." 
While more sombre in mood, 
Roger Sessions’s Symphony No. 
8 offered plenty of somority, 
too. 
The Japanese work, which 
had its American premier in 


SPECKMANN 
San Francisco earlier last 
week, was exotic in the ex­ 
treme. The symphony played in 
a sort of concerto grosso form 
with a Gakagu ensemble of 10 
costumed musicians broug t 
from a Shinto temple in Japan. 
The composer’s stated inten­ 
tion of establishing “ an envi­ 
ronment where instruments of 
East and West find instants of 
musical rapport” seemed to me 
realized through certain con­ 
temporary techniques, for the 
instruments were vastly differ­ 
ent in tone color. The ancient 
Japanese ones — percussion, 
stringed and flute-like and ree­ 
dy woodwinds that have to be 
kept dry over heaters — 
produced a high, thin and 
unearthly sound against the gi­ 
gantic vibrating masses of sym­ 
phony sound. 
These were reminiscent of 
electronically produced effects 
heard today in Western music. 
The Japanese musicians fol­ 
lowed no time, just the improv- 
isational rhythm natural to 
their ow n breathing. 
Even more overwhelming in 
sheer tonal volume and emo­ 
tional impact was the “ Poem of 
Ecstasy,” romanticism carried 
to its greatest excess. Bril­ 
liance of the brasses, notably 
trumpets, was unparalleled, 
and the beauty of concertmas- 
ter Stuart Canin’s violin was 
outstanding, as it was in the 
opening Sessions symphony. 
The Sessions work, which had 
its West Coast premiere earlier 
last week, was somewhat acer­ 
bic and percussive, but not as 
sterile as much of the work of 
composers who use the 12-tone 
technique. 
With the shift of the sympho­ 
ny's Marin series to the new 
auditorium, season subscrip­ 
tions have almost doubled, ac­ 
cording to symphony officials. 
Capacity at Terra Linda High 
School, where the concerts for­ 
merly were held, is 1.800, while 
the auditorium holds 2,080. 
For the rest of the series, 
seats are available only for 
those concerts which will be 
guest-conducted. Ozawa's ap­ 
pearances are sold out.

Marin Orchestra 


Plays With Excellence

The Marin Youth Orchestra, 


conducted by Hugo Rinaldi, 
presented an unusual and excit­ 
ing program of 18th and 20th 
Century music yesterday to a 
near-capacity audience in the. 
Veterans Memorial Building. 


Possessing considerable mu­ 
sical excellence, the 80-member 
orchestra generated rich and 
balanced sounds complete with 
sensitive and articulate shad­ 
ings. 
Yesterday’s program opened 
with the first movement from 
Mozart’s “ Sinfonia Concer- 
tante” for solo woodwind quar­ 
tet and orchestra. Oboist Jenny 
Sperry, clarinetist Steve Gor­ 
don, bassoonist Kathc Kaeppel 
and hornist Brian McCarty per­ 
formed this intricate ensemble 
work with professional ease. 
Their exceptionally beautiful 
individual tones combined into 
a warm blend that was always 
perfectly balanced. The re­ 
duced orchestra followed Rinal­ 
di’s every move and produced a 
delicate transparent texture 
that ideally complemented the 
solo group. 
“ Memorial to Lidice” by Bo 
huslav Martinu — a powerful 
work expressing the horror and

Difficult string passages 
encompassing the entire finger­ 
board were executed with me­ 
ticulous bowing and precise in­ 
tonation. 
Yesterday’s program will be 
broadcast on radio station 
KKHI at 9 a.m. Saturday.

Advocates Of Open Space 
Begin Regional Park Drive 


More than 200 Marin resi­ 
dents concerned about saving 
open space for public use began 
a drive Saturday to create a 
countywide regional park dis­ 
trict. 
Participants in a “ People, 
Parks and Open Space” sym­ 
posium at San Francisco Theo­ 
logical Seminary in San Ansel­ 
mo signed petitions to ask the 
Marin Local Agency Formation 
Commission to take the first 
necessary steps. 
Formation of a park district 
described by proponents as a 
better method to acquire open 
space than relying on county 
appropriations by the board of 
supervisors 
could be placed 
on the general election ballot in 
November, if all the necessary 
steps are completed in firne 
Aside from creation of a tax­ 
ing 
agency, 
audience 
and 
speakers at the day-long forum 
debated alternate plans ranging 
from joint-powers agreements 
between neighboring cities for 
buying lands such as the North 
Ridge area to annexation to the 
East Bay Regional Park Dis­ 
trict. 
One speaker, Kent Sims, 
chairman of the North Ridge 
Committee, favored a regional 
district taking in less than the 
whole county, while another, 
Charles Brousse, chairman of 
the Larkspur Town Meeting, 
urged a countywide dcstrict. 
Polly Smith, county parks and 
recreation commissioner, urged 
“ let the county do it 
Hut Mary Davey, who has 
campaigned for two years for a 
regional park district in San 
Mateo County, urged. “ Good 
grief, get on with it. Stop floun 
dering around with alterna 
tives. If you find the su p erv i­ 
sors are going to come on 
strong and raise the tax rate 
for parks and open space, 
okay.” Otherwise, she said, 
Marinites should try for a re­ 
gional district* 
Christian Nelson, naturalist 
for the East Bay Regional Park 
District, urged Mann to join his 
agency —■ and to bring San 
Francisco along if possible. He 
said annexation could be the 
fastest way to start acquiring 
open space in Mann. 
Joseph Forest, deputy Marin 


County counsel, declared that 
existing legislation for obtain­ 
ing open spaces and parks is 
“ ticky tacky at best.” He said 
the Williamson Act (agricultur­ 
al preserve) and the open space 
easement law (as yet unused in 
Marin) offer incentives for pri­ 
vate landowners to keep land 
open. 
Forest supported an idea of­ 
fered by Tiburon City Council­ 
man Anne L. Ellinwood, who 
urged letting the C'ity-County 
Planning Council coordinate 
open space plans. 
Mrs. Smith argued that the 
supervisors could budget more 
money than could be raised by 
a maximum park district tax 
rate of 10 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation. She also pro­ 
posed a countywide program 
similar to Marin’s flood control 
district Such an agency would 
have zones with differing tax 
rates, to acquire lands such as 
the North Ridge for Mill Valley, 
Larkspur and Corte Madera 
Assemblyman W illiam T. 
Bagley, and Sen. Peter H. 
Behr, 
both 
R-San 
Rafael, 
shared moderator duties at the 
meeting. Both promised to help 
Marin’s efforts if new legisla­ 
tion is wanted. 
Behr’s final summation of the 
day’s discussion sparked the 
decision to launch the drive for 
a regional district. 
“ We face continuing prob­ 
lems of open space at the 
county and city level

and recreation are a stepchild

More Than 100 Remedies Are 
Available For Relief Of Cough 


More than 100 different remedies are avail­ 
able for the relief of cough and the other 
respiratory symptoms. These vary from 
single drugs that suppress hacking to shotgun 
mixtures containing from two to five ingredi­ 
ents. The latter are aimed at all cold symp­ 
toms, whether or not they exist. Most physi­ 
cians object to these concoctions especially 
when they contain too little of each ingredi 
cnt. They prefer to tailor each prescription to 
fit the needs of the individual. 
Old-fashioned cough sirup, or 
candy drops usually relieve the 
tickling sensation that precipi­ 
tates a minor cough. It is the 
moisture that does the trick. 
Beyond this we must decide 
whether the hacking is good, or 
bad. 
COUGH LS a protective reflex 
| and should not be suppressed 
when there are copious secre­ 
tions that must come up. Some 
i suppression may be necessary, 
but the physician usually relies 
on drugs that encourage expec­ 
toration by liquefying thick, 
tenancious secretions. Expecto­ 
rants include terpin hydrate, 
ammonium salts, creosote 
fguaiacolatesi, chloroform, and 
potassium 
iodide. 
Drinking 
more hot liquids and inhaling 
steam is beneficial. Acetylcy 
steine (Mucomyst) also helps 
I loosen the secretions 
Antihistamines are common 
! ingrederifs of cough remedies 
: because these agents have a 
drying action, and are helpful 
during the early congestive 
! phase of common cold. They 
j also are used when cough is 
associated with allergic bron- 
chospasm. 
COUGHS ARK had when they 
serve no useful purpose. These 
are the dry, hacky coughs that 
leave the bronchi burning, and 
the chest wall sore and tender. 
Codeine, or its derivatives, not 
only suppress the cough, hut 
relieves distress and promotes 


sleep. It may also be incorpo 
rated into a cough sirup, such 
as lerpin hydrate. 
Antibiotics seldom are neces­ 
sary unless the causative mi- 
crobes are of the type that, 
respond to these antiseptics.

He said the two were living 
on canned food taken in the 
burglaries and had sold some of 
th eir tak e to buy cam ping 
equipment. 
The two youths were escap­ 
ees from Boys Republic, a 
youth facility in San Bernardino 
County, but Clark was unsure 
when they had escaped. He 
added they also arc suspected 
of burglaries in the Southern 
California county. 
C lark said the L arkspur 
youth had been sent to the 
home for committing 28 pre­ 
vious burglaries. 
lie said the youth was very 
personable and had been invit­ 
ed into several of the homes he 
la te r burglarized last week. 
Clark said some of the burgla­ 
ries on Redw'ood, Madrone and 
West Baltimore avenues and 
Ranch Lane occurred during 
daylight when the residents 
were home. 
Identity of the youths was 
withheld on orders of Judge 
Joseph G. Wilson of Marin Su­ 
perior Court.

Sausalito 
Pickets In 
School Fuss 


A picket line appeared ar­ 
ound the Sausalito School Dis­ 
trict offices today in a renewal 
of an interm ittent squabble 
over use of Manzanita School in 
Marin City. 
About 25 students and six 
staff m em bers of the private 
Marin City Learning Center be­ 
gan marching about 10 a.m. to 
protest the refusal of the dis­ 
trict's board of trustees to per­ 
mit them to hold classes in the 
empty school. 
The board originally turned 
down the private school’s bid 
Sept. 20 and reaffirmed the 
rejection Jan. 11. 
Royce McLemore, president 
of the learning center, said the 
renewed protests were sparked 
by discovery that the Sausalito 
School District has been allow­ 
ing the New College of Califor­ 
nia to use district facilities for 
classes since October. 
“ The board has been cooper­ 
ating with New College and 
working around the rules and 
angles but they won't do the 
same for us,” Mrs. McLemore 
charged. “ We feel this favorit­ 
ism is nothing but racism on 
the part of the board.” 
Lawrence A. Lindberg. super­ 
intendent of the Sausalito dis­ 
trict, said Manzanita School, 
closed since September when 
the district decided to locate all 
its students at Bayside and 
Martin Luther King schools, 
first was offered to other public 
agencies, but none wanted it. 
Lindberg said the New Col­ 
lege’s request differs from that 
of the learning center in that 
the college uses only one class­ 
room one day a week while the 
learning center wanted to use 
most of Manzanita School five 
days a week. 
“ Our policy is to let commu­ 
nity organizations use district 
facilities on a part-time, tempo­ 
rary basis/but long-term use 
such as that requested by the 
learning center would require a 
lease, and we’d have to throw it 
open to everyone on a bid 
basis,” he said. 
He added the Sausalito dis­ 
trict would “ welcome back with 
open arm s” any learning center 
student who wished to return to 
the district. 
Mrs 
McLemore said Learn­ 
ing Center representatives will 
renew their request to use Man­ 
zanita School at tonight's Sau­ 
salito School D istrict board 
meeting and ask for an investi­ 
gation by the Marin County 
Human Rights Commission if 
they are turned down again.

West Germany’s police and in­ 
creasingly engaging the atten­ 
tion of press and public. 
A well-dressed young German 
window-shopping in Aachen 
was attacked by two youths, 
beaten up. and his coat was 
slashed. The two perpetrators, 
when cornered by police in a 
discotheque, laughed it off as a 
“ prank.” 
Guests leaving this reporter’s 
home after a Christmas Eve 
party saw two men on a neigh­ 
boring roof. By the time police 
had been summoned, the men 
had disappeared. During De­ 
cember, three families within a 
mile of our home reported bur­ 
glaries in their houses at night. 
West German television re­ 
cently screened a documenta­ 
ry on the methods being used 
by shoplifters to filch small 
items from stores. 
When the Christmas holidays 
were over, the principal of a 
school in Bad Godesberg held a 
teen-age student “ lineup” for a 
father to try to identify the two 
boys who had broken into his 
home and then fled. 
All these events, except for 
the mugging in Aachen, hap­ 
pened in the heart of Bad Go­ 
desberg. the residential suburb 
of Bonn. Then there are the 
larger happenings. 
The Baader-Meinfhof group 
— called the “ Bonnie and 
Clyde” gang of Germany — 
steals cars, robs banks 'three 
Berlin banks in one night in 
.September 1970), and kills po­ 
licemen. led by a 28-year-old 
A ndreas B aader and U lrike 
Meinhof. a 37-year-old mother, 
the gang includes members of 
form er revolutionary student 
groups on university campuses. 
In late December a bizarre 
bank hold-up in Cologne, cov­ 
ered by television, led to a 
chase of the robbers by police 
and newsmen and an eventu­ 
al shoot-out in a village of the 
Saarland. 
Theo Albrecht, a German su­ 
perm arket millionaire, was kid­ 
napped and released unharmed, 
after a record ransom of about 
$2 million was paid to two 
abductors. 
Small and large, petty and 
brutal, these and other events 
add up to a wave of violence 
that has aroused police, vress, 
and public concern. 
Each year since 1963, the rate 
of crime has increased in the 
F ederal Republic, with 1970 
showing the sharpest climb of 
any year. 
“ One feature of crim e in 
1971,” an official said, “ was an 
increase in the number of at­ 
tacks on banks — 320 during the 
year.” 
A 
disturbing aspect of 
these, from the poliee point of 
view, is the growing tendency 
of bank robbers to seize hos­ 
tages. Following a shootout 
with bank robbers in Munich 
last year, in which a girl 
hostage was killed, German 
police have set the safety of 
hostages as their first priority 
and capture of the criminals 
second. 
Willi Weyer, interior minister 
of North Rhine-Westphalia, the 
nation's most populous state, 
has just ordered sharpshooting 
training for police. 
German officials contend that 
the increase in violent crime in 
Germany parallels the experi­ 
ence of other advanced indus­ 
trial countries, including the 
United States. 
An abatement, officials be­ 
lieve, lies not in police hands, 
but in reducing the social 
stresses and strains that seem 
to be producing among some 


ance, expressing itself in vio­ 
lent crime. 
After the Cologne bank rob­ 
bery, carried out by an Austri­ 
an and two Frenchmen who 
courted publicity, the media 
urged the public not to regard 
crimes of this type as a specta­ 
tor sport between the bad guys 
and the good guys. 
Drugs have been scrutinized 
as one possible culprit for the 
crime rise. 
Officials acknowledge that 
crimes related to drug abuse 
are sharply on the increase — 
up nearly 240 per cent in the 
past year. 
“ But,” stressed one Iaw-en- 
foreement officer, “drug-relat­ 
ed crimes still account for per­ 
haps 1 per cent of all crimes 
committed in the federal repub­ 
lic.” 
In an effort to stop the mush­ 
rooming use of drugs — partic­ 
ularly hashish among pupils 
and students — the Interior 
Ministry has released alarming 
figures on the growth of drug 
abuse. 
“ This,” said a police official, 
“ may have led the public to 
think that drug abuse is a 
major cause of the growth of 
crime in general.” 
Speaking of crimes not relat­ 
ed to drugs, he said these must 
be divided into two general 
categories — offenses by young 
people and those by older crim­ 
inals. 
Offenses committed by young 
people, in the official’s view, 
tended to be “social in origin, 
not crim inal.” 
Many young people, particu­ 
larly those from broken or dis­ 
turbed families, feel dis-orient- 
ed toward their surroundings. 
Their sense of being unloved at 
home may translate into belli­ 
gerence toward society. 
The effort is to develop new' 
forms of correctional institu­ 
tions that provide a “ school 
atm osphere'’ — books, pictures 
on cell walls, exercise, and, 
above all, continued education. 
The goal is to arrest law- 
breaking tendencies am ong 
young offenders by giving them 
both equipment and motivation 
to play a useful role in society. 
For older criminals, too, Ger­ 
man prisons are being modern­ 
ized — but at a slower pace 
than in Denmark or Sweden, 
for example. “Also,” comment­ 
ed an official, “we are behind 
the times in training correction­ 
al officers in m odern tech­ 
niques.” 
Violence in criminal activity 
see ms, superficially at least, to 
have a companion in violence 
on the roads. West Germany, 
with an advanced highway sys­ 
tem second to none, sports the 
highest traffic-fatality rate in 
Europe. 
Violence on German roads, 
expressed in a high accident 
rate, is explained by one expert 
in two ways: 
“ First,” he says, “our people 
have been car drivers, roughly 
speaking, only since the recov­ 
ery period after World War II, 
not from the ’30s, as with 
Americans. And,’ he adds, “ we 
have no speed limits on high­ 
ways that accommodate every­ 
thing from laden trailer trucks, 
to Volkswagen, to 120-mile-an- 
hour sports cars.”

Rifle Fire 
Wounds Two 
Policeman 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
Two policemen wrere shot and 
wounded today, one critically, 
by a man with a rifle who 
confronted them while they 
were walking their beat and 
opened fire. 
The assailant then comman­ 
deered a car and sped off down 
a city street before he crashed 
into a building and was appre­ 
hended. 
In critical condition at San 
Francisco General Hospital was 
Patrolman Code W\ Beverly, 32. 
An emergency call for type O 
negative blood donors was 
broadcast for him. 
Patrolman Jam es C. Bailey 
Jr. also was hit, but received 
only flesh wounds. 
The gunman was not immedi­ 
ately identified. Police said 
there was no known motive for 
the attack. 
It was the latest in a series of 
unprovoked attacks on police­ 
men around the San Francisco 
Bay area in the last two years 
in which six officers have been 
killed. 
San Francisco Police Sgt. 
Brian McDonnell was killed 
Feb. 18. 1970, in the bombing of 
a Haight-Ashbury police sta­ 
tion. 
In June. 1970, San Francisco 
Officer Richard Ratetich was 
shot to death as he sat alone in 
his patrol car writing out a 
traffic ticket. 
In August, Officer Richard D. 
Huerta was shot to death in the 
sam e m anner in San Jose. 
B erkeley P atrolm an Ronald 
Tsukamoto, 28, was killed—also 
from ambush on a darkened 
street. 
In July, 1971, San Francisco 
P atro lm an A rthur O’Guinnn 
was shot to death as he stopped 
a car for questioning. 
Last Aug. 
29, Sgt. John 
Young. 51. was shot to death as 
he sat at his desk by a group of 
gunmen who invaded a San 
Francisco police station and 
riddled it with rifle and shotgun 
fire. 
An anonymous letter from 
“ The Black Liberation Army” 
later took credit for the killing 
and said it was in retaliation 
for the death of black revolu­ 
tionary George Jackson at San 
Quentin Aug. 21.

Lagoon Plan 


Due Review 


Tomorrow 


The Bolinas Lagoon Plan, a 
target of criticism from some 
West Marin residents, will be 
reviewed tomorrow by the Ma­ 
rin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors. 
The board, meeting at 1:30 
p.m. at Civic Center for its 
“ sw ing sh ift” m eeting held 
once a month is expected to 
consider the plan at about 8 
p.m. 
The plan, required by the 
state as a condition to county’s 
take over of the picturesque 
lagoon, has been endorsed by 
both the parks and recreation 
commission and the planning 
commission. 
It calls for keeping the lagoon 
as an ecological preserve and 
locates visitor facilities such as 
observation decks around the 
lagoon.

Iran Prisoner Back 
With Family In U.S. 


OAKLAND, Calif. (UPI) — 
Four almost five months, about 
all Sharon La Bere got to eat in 
an Iranian prison was bread 
and rice. When she got out her 
first request was a chocolate 
bar. 


Miss La Bere, 29, Friday was 
released from prison where she 
had been held on espionage 
charges. She was reunited with 
her family over the weekend. 


Miss La Bere. 29. was arrest­ 
ed Sept. 5 as she was leaving 
Tehran and later was sentenced 
to three years imprisonment for 
“activity against the state.” 
The sentence was reduced to 
six months. 
She was met by her family 
and boyfriend Saturday at the 
San F ran cisco International 
Airport after the long flight 
from the Middle East. 
Iranian authorities gave no 
reason for her early release. 
“I was told they might free 
m e the day before they did,” 
Miss La Bere said, “but I didn’t 
know what to expect. The next 


morning I was awakened at 5 
'a.m ., told I had one-half hour to 
get ready; 
I gathered m y 
things, was fingerprinted and 
rushed off,” she said. 


“This is a big day in my 
life,” said her father, Joel La 
Bere, of Hayward, Calif. “We 
didn’t hear from Sharon until 
she was in New York. She 
called to say, 'Dad, I’m free.” 


La Bere said the I ’.S. State 
Department called him Tues­ 
day and told him to buy an 
airplane ticket from Tehran to 
San Francisco. That was the 
first hint he had that his daugh­ 
ter might be coming home. 
Miss La Bere, a nursing stu­ 
dent at Laney College, had gone 
to Iran to visit the family of her 
fiance, Akbar Motalebi, in July. 


As she was leaving the coun­ 
try, she w as arrested and 
charged with espionage. She 
denied the accusation and the 
spying charge was dropped, but 
she was convicted of passing 
out Communist documents. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
Supreme Court today ordered a 
new trial for three major drug 
companies convicted of conspir­ 
ing to fix prices in what the 
Justice Department had called 
“one of the most important 
criminal antitrust cases in re­ 
cent years.” 
By a 3-3 tie vote, the Supreme 
Court upheld a decision by the 
2nd U.S. Circuit Court setting 
aside the conviction of Chas. 
Pfizer, America Cyanamid and 
Bristol-Meyers companies. The 
appeals court ruled that the 
trial judge had erred in his 
instructions to the jury. 
The three firms were convict­ 
ed in New’ York in 1967 of 
conspiring to fix the price of 
tetracycline and other “ wonder 
drugs.” They were fined $150,- 
000 and agreed to pay $82.5 
million in partial settlement to

In other actions the Court: 
—refused to stay the effect of 
a decision requiring broadcast­ 
ing stations to accept paid ad­ 
vertising on controversial is­ 
sues. Jt will decide later this 
term whether to hear the ap­ 
peal, which would reverse a 
policy of the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission. 


—Let stand the 1971 M issis­ 
sippi state legislative elections 
but said a court-ordered reap­ 
portionment plan would have to 
be restudied before the 1975 
elections. It said civil rights 
groups’ claims that the plan 
had adverse effect on black 
voting “ do raise substantial 
questions concerning the dis­ 
trict court’s plan as a design 
for permanent apportionment.” 
—Ordered new arguments be 
heard this spring in the bribery 
case of former Sen. Daniel B. 
Brewster, D-Md., but refused to 
review the extortion conviction 
of former Alabama Attorney 
General Richmond M. Flowers 
and two others. 
—Let stand new York and 
Connecticut rulings that one- 
year residency requirem ents 
for welfare recipients are un­ 
constitutional. 
The court affirmed decision 


handed down by three-judge 
federal court panels in Buffalo, 
N.Y., and in Hartford, Conn. 
In a major decision in 1969 
the Supreme Court ruled that 
state resid en cy requirem ents 
were unconstitutional, but indi­ 
cated they might be allowed 
only if the state could show a 
“compelling governmental in­ 
terest" 


The New York case challeng­ 
ing the state law arose when 
Pedro Lopez, a Florida migrant 
worker, moved his wife and 
seven children to Buffalo and 
was denied welfare assistance 
under the residency provision. 
The Conecticut case involved 
Minerva Rivera of New Haven 
whose application for welfare 
benefits was turned down by 
the city because she had not 
been a resident of the state for 
at least one year. 
Ixipez’ case was brought into 
court by the New York Civil 
Liberties Union which argued 
that the requirement was un­ 
constitutional because it denied 
a person the right to travel 
from state to state without pen­ 
alty. 
The state argued that it “can 
no longer continue to meet ris­ 
ing welfare costs and increas­ 
ing numbers of public assist­ 


a n c e 
r e c i p i e n t s 
w i t h o u t 
imperiling the solvency of both 
the governments of New York 
state and its localities. 
“The state of New York has 
become overburdened by the 
costs of providing essen tial 
services, including public as­ 
sistan ce, to the extent that 
drastic reductions in expendi­ 
tures ... have been required to 
avoid financial disaster,” the 
state maintained. 


C onnecticut argued in the 
Rivera case that its residency 
law did not violate the 14th 
Amendment, nor did the statute 
have a “chilling effect on the 
right to travel.” 
“ We in Connecticut are fac­ 
ing some very huge problems in 
many critical areas with insuf­ 
ficient revenues available to 
curtail, none the le ss, cure 
them ,” Connecticut maintained 
in its brief to the court. 
The state asked “whether it 
is better to have some restric­ 
tion, such as a residency re­ 
quirement, and thus be able to 
keep up with a high level of 
payments, or have no residency 
requirements and enter into a 
race with sister states to see 
which state can maintain first 
place in the lowest level of 
benefits ...”

A STUDY 
OF ARROGANCE IN 
AMERICAN GOVERNMENT 
The Golden Gate Bridge, Highway & Transportation District 
CHAPTER 4 
AT LONG LAST, BUSES! 


Many people, including State Sen­ 
ate President Pro-Tem James Mills of 
San Diego, have raised doubts about 
the Golden Gate Bridge, Highway & 
Transportation District’s competence 
to run a metropolitan transit system 
. . . even an interim one. 
We have previously discussed the 
District director’s frantic plunge into 
the ferryboat business. It was an 
astonishing story which, if it had 
taken place in private industry, would 
have precipitated the expulsion of a 
corporation s president and entire 
board of directors, it is doubtful if 
even the Lockheed management could 
exceed the endeavors of the Bridge 
District directors. 
The District directors’ preoccupa­ 
tion with a ferryboat has caused 
unnecessary delay to commuters and 
inexcusable waste and expense for 
taxpayers. Indeed, the directors bum­ 
bling of the bus system even surpas­ 
ses their great ferry folly. 
In August of 1969, over two years 
ago, the District directors were hand­ 
ed a comprehensive commuter bus 
system plan by the Marin County 
Transit District when the Golden 
Gate Bridge, Highway & Transporta­ 
tion District finally decided it wanted 
to get into the metropolitan transpor­ 
tation business. 
DISTRICT STALLS 
ON BUSES 


The District’s avowed intent was to 
immediately implement a badly need­ 
ed bus system, albeit an interim one 
until 1981 by which time, hopefully, 
the District could develop a master 
transit system. 
All the work had been done for the 
Bridge District which simply had to 
call for bids for the new buses and 
follow the routes that 
had 
been 
studied and laid out. 
In September of 1969, the directors 
were asked to authorize their general 
manager, Dale Luehring, to proceed 
with the implementation. Service was 
to commence in mid-1970. 
Instead of taking prompt action, 
however, the Golden Gate Bridge, 
Highway & Transportation District 
directors set a strange course. In 
October of 1969, the directors put to a 
vote the recommendation to finance 
the acquisition of a ferry, build pier 
facilities and operated a ferry system. 
Ten of 18 votes were necessary. Only 
nine directors voted “yes” . . . and 
Board remained deadlocked for 
month. What happened to obtain 
necessary votes we may never 
know.

The District directors had still done 
nothing about a bus system. Instead, 
they felt compelled to hire a consult­ 
ant firm at a fiscal cost of over 
.$500,0(H) to develop a transit plan for 
the year 2015. That’s a long time to 
wait for a bus. The directors also 
hired a naval architect to design a 
ferry commuter system; raised com­ 
muter tolls; and made plans to build 
a second deck on the Bridge. 
In March of 1970, some six months 
after being instructed to establish a 
new bus system, the directors bought 
a ferryboat. 


DIRECTORS 
ARGUE 
OVER SEAT 
DESIGN WHILE 
COMMUTERS 
WAIT 


August of 
1970, one year after 
receiving the bus system plan, and 
still there were no buses. But, the 
District did have a ferryboat system 
plan proposing an expenditure of $20 
million. Naturally, the District did 
not yet even have any completed 
specifications for new buses. 
August 15, 1970, the Golden Gate 
Bridge, Highway & Transportation 
District commenced its one boat ferry 
fleet operation. The boat 
broke down 
the following 
day and was 
in for 
repairs for eight days. And, not even 
one new bus in sight to ride. 
Finally, on 
November 20, 1970, 
specifications 
for the 
buses 
were 
submitted to the Bridge District di­ 
rectors. But, alas, the directors fell to 
arguing over the design for the seats 
The argument was resolved in Febru­ 
ary of 1971. 
March 1971 and about the time 
buses should have been rolling, bids 
were put out and a contract lor 112 
buses at a cost of $4.9 million was let 
to General Motors. The District also 
had an option to purchase 20 addi­ 
tional buses for $900,000 more when 
a new turbine, low pollution engine 
was in production. 
Interestingly enough, the District 
leased an additional 20 buses, bring­ 
ing the initial number to 132 buses. 
We wonder why the directors did not 
lease a ferryboat for its “experiment 
in water transit;” nor why it does not 
lease the additional three ferries they 
want instead ol asking for $7,710,000 
to build them? 


OH YES, 
THE DRIVERS 


Then, in November of 1971, just 
when it looked as if the buses were 
ready to roll, it seems the Bridge 
District had neglected one little item 
. . . recruiting bus drivers. 
The plan was to employ Greyhound 
bus operators, but the District appar­ 
ently had not offered them a suitable 
labor agreement and, naturally, an­ 
nounced that it was all tl ie fault of 
the drivers. 
The directors and the Bridge Dis­ 
trict’s 
general 
manager 
had since 
August 1969 to resolve any problems 
with drivers, but chose instead to 
wait until 
the 
last 
minute when 
operations were to begin. 
Even more astonishing is the little 
publicized decision by the Bridge 
directors to allocate $55,000 for a San 
Francisco design firm to develop a 
color scheme long before a bus sys­ 
tem was under consideration and 
buses ordered; and prior to starting 
ferry service. You can bet the color 
wasn’t red to remind Marin property 
owners and commuters what this kind 
of carefree attitude with which bridge 
revenues are spent is going to cost 
them. 
The buses, at long last, are now in 
operation; although a year late. And, 
some commuters may still wonder il 
it’s not just an illusion as they stand 
in the January chill. But, somewhere 
out on the Bay, there is a lone 
ferryboat; a costly but inspiring sight. 
It was a long time waiting for a 
bus!

Thus, while the delinquency 
problem of which you speak- 
may slow the rate at which 
FNMA receives its cash, it will 
not affect the amount. 
Company’s growth has been 
generally consistent over the 
past 10 years, although earn­ 
ings at times experience sharp 
fluctuations, being subject to 
prevailing interest rates and 
conditions in the housing sector. 
For example, after earning 
only 77 centf per share for all 
of depressed 1970, Fannie Mae 
posted per share income of 
$3.65 in just the first nine 
months of 1971, with $5.25 a 
share estimated for the full 
year.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Stocks 
retreated across a broad front 
today with oils and electronics 
among the weakest spots with 
about an hour of trading to go 
on the New York Stock Ex­ 
change. 
Much of the setback was at­ 
tributed to carryover of a con­ 
solidation that started last week 
in the wake of a sustained 
advance since Thanksgiving. 
Drug issues, including Pfizer 
Co., American Cynamid Co. 
and Bristol-Myers Co., traded 
in fractions. The Supreme 
Court upheld a decision requir­ 
ing a new trial for these three 
major drug firms convicted in 
.liXi? of conspiring to fix the 
price of tetracycline and other 
“ wonder drugs.” 


A number of oil companies — 
including Jersey Standard — 
experienced selling pressure. 
They were among the Ameri­ 
can companies that agreed to 
open talks with Persian Gulf 
nations to give them part own­ 
ership in their operations.
